SCHEME TO 
BE VOTED ON 


Every poultry, producer with a 
flock of 25 birds or more will be given 
opportunity to vote for or against the 
proposed Alberta Poultry Marketing 
Scheme and the application of that 
scheme in the province wiil dapend 
entirely upon such vote, a stateSaent 
issued by the Alberta Poultry Mark- 
eting Board emphasiges. 

Poultry producers are urged by the 
Board to fully acquaint themselves 
with the details of the proposed 
scheme before making their personal 
decisions. It is pointed out that 


the petitions condemning the scheme at | 


present being circulated, are mainly 
from sources whose interests are not 
identical with those of the producers 
and the members of the Board are ex- 
tremely anxious that producers fully 
satisfy themselves concerning both 
sides of the question before reaching 
a deeision. 

Temporary headquarters of the 
poultry’ Marketng Board have been 
opened at 606 Northern Investment 
Building, Edmonton. Copies of the 
marketing plan may be obtained from 
this office. 

All poultry producers are also invit- 
od by the Board ‘to register their 
names and-addresses and the number 
of birds they control, with the Board 
at the above address, in order that 
these may be checked against the reg- 
istered lists now being prepared and 
thus absolutely insure the opportuni- 
ty ef voting for or against the pro- 
posal.

An Early Pioneer 
Jas. McKernan Was Third Man To 

Join The Mounted Police In 1878 

Third man to join the old Royal 
North West Mounted Police when it 
was formed in Ottawa in the carly 
70's, James McKernan, 83, died at 
Edmonton recently. 

Mr. McKernan came west in 1873 
and was stationed first at Fort Mac- 
leod in the territory now in southern 
Alberta. On October 13 last while 
thumbing through his leather-bound 
diary the old-timer came across this 
entry written 60 years ago: ‘Mount- 
ed guard for the first time at Fort 
Macleod to-day . . home, sweet 
home.”’ 

He settled near old Fort FEdmon- 
ton in 1882 and in 1885 Mrs, McKer- 
nan and their four-year-old child 
took refuge behind the pallisades of 
the fort then fearing Indian attacks 
in the rebellion, while Mr. McKer- 
nan rode patrol duty 50 miles south 
to warn settlers that the Indians 
might attack.
